1. Messrs. Lyall, Bennie and Company have complained that this ship, of 
which they are agents, grounded in the Rungafulla Channel on the 14th 
January, .when going to sea under the pilotage charge of Mr. Wells, Acting 
Branch Pilot. They say that an alteration in the channel was communicated 
to the Master-Attendant on the previous day, tho 13th, but was not made 
known, as it should have been, to the pilots. 

The ship’s grounding, they add, has caused a lo.«s of Hs. 25,000: and 
they request that enquiry may be made into the practice of the Master- 
Attendant’s office, in giving information to pilots of changes which occur in 
the channels. 

2. In this case, tho Lieutenant-Governor considers that it is clearly 
established that the pilot and the Master-Attendant’s office were in no way 
in fault, and that tho entire blame attaches to the Biver Surveyor. It 
is tho duty 6f tho Biver Surveyor, when he finds any change in the 
channels, at once to send to Bankshall a report and a duplicate sketch. 
The report is copied into the channel order book, and one of the sketches is 
kept there: this makes the change known to the pilots in Calcutta, who 
are bound to inform themselves of all entries in the channel order book. 
The original report, with the duplicate sketch, is then sent down to the 
Sandheads, for the information of the pilots on board the brigs. 

3. Besides these special reports and sketches, the Biver Surveyor sends 
up, from time to time, charts showing those alterations which have already 
been embodied in the special reports. These charts are not examined in the 
Master-Attendant’s office; they are sent on at once to the Surveyor-General 
for reproduction by photozincography, and copies are then available for sale to 
merchants and to the public. It is understood that no change will appear in 
the chart, which has not already been made the subject of a special report. 

4. The Biver Surveyor, Mr. Laycook, had sent up, on the 28th December, 
a report, with sketches in duplicate, of certain changes in the BungafuUa 
Channel. On the Sth January he sent a chart, which reached the Master- 
Attendant’s office on the 13th, and was as usual sent on to the Surveyor- 
General without examination. But this chart showed an important change 
in the channel, of which no report and sketch had previously been given. 
A spit of sand had run out into tho usual navigation channel, and it was upon 
this spit that the Mahableahtoar grounded. If the ohanpel had been in the 
condition shewn by the report and sketch of the 28th December, the pilot 
would have had 23^- feet of -water at tho place where tho ship grounded. She 
was drawing 21^ feet, and-the chart of the Sth January showed 20^ feet in 
this place. 

5. Mr. Laycock’s explanation is. to the effect that he thought the 
change of no great importance, and that, if the pilot had'kopt more to the 
eastward, he would have had plenty of water. The Master-Attendant ^hows, 
in tho Sth paragraph of his letter, that this explanation cannot be acoepted as 
satisfactory. 

6. The Master-Attendant was not, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks, to 
4)lante for not examining the chart. He might reasonably presume that it 
would not contain any information which had not previously been specially 
commbnicated. Tho pilot was not to blame for not keeping further to the 
eastward, as he had every reason , to suppose that he was keeping a perfectly 
safe course. 





7. The Biver Surreyor seems to the lientenant-OoTenior to hare com¬ 
mitted a grare neglect of duty in omtting to report, in the uraal manner, a 
material change in one of the navigating channels; and it is to this n^lept 
that the disaster to the ship is to be attributed. Mr. La;fcock ia in general 
honourably distinguished by vigilance and attention to hia duties, and the 
Lieutenant'Governor regrets the necessity for passing this censuro upon Him. 
But in this case it is evident that Mr. Laycock’s omission to report the alteration 
resulted in causing a considerable loss of property, and endangered the safety 
of the vessel and the lives of those on board. The Lieutenant-Governor there¬ 
fore directs that Mr. Laycock be informed^ that his neglect of duty in this 
instance is regarded by the Government with serious displeasure, and that he 
be warnedi that inatteniaon and oversight cannot bo excused in an officer who 
holds so responsible a post as that of Hirer Surveyor.

GENERAL DBPARTMENT.-MABINE. 

Calcutta, the 26M May 1876. 

The folloving rules, for the appointment of a qualified Board for the Examination of * 
Masters, Mates, and Engineers of the Mercantile Marine, having been approved by His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council, are published for general information. 

The Examination Board, for conducting the examinations for granting certificates 
of competency to seamen, shall be constituted as follows;— 

1. Senior officer of the Royal Navy present, for the time being, at the head-quarters 
of the Marine Survey Department, shall be ex-q^cto examiner in navigation; provided 
that he be an officer of the navigating branch of the Royal Navy, and of not lower rank 
than a Staff Lieutenant. 

2. (a).—The examiners in seamanship shall be three experienced masters who have 
been recently in successful command of merchant vessels. These may be selected either 
from thq commandert of vessels lying in the port of Calcutta, or from the surveyors of 
shipping in the port. 

(A).—They shall be appointed by the Lieutenant; Governor on the nomination of the 
Master-Attendant. 

(e).—'Fhe permanent President of the seamanship examiners shall be the Denntv 
Master- Attendant. 

8. (a).—-Three engineers shall be appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor, on the 
nomination of the Chief Engineer of the Dockyard, as examiners in steam. These will 
usually be selected from the superintending engineers of the different steam companies in 
the port. 

(A).—The Chief Engineer of the Dockyard shall be the permanent President of the 
engineer examiners. ^ 

4. The examinations shall be held quarterly, on the first Monday of Januan, April, 
July, and October, or on the first open day thereafter, if the day fixed should be an 
anthorixed holiday. 

5. The examiners shall receive the following fees for each examination

She was in faot a person who had been in the habit 
of selling vegetables, and sitting on the publio pathway just outside the gate¬ 
way oCthe la:«e house belonging to the respectable and well-known Ghosal family. 
Having ;thua arrested her, he was,* after a short altercation, attacked by sev^l 
persons belonging to the household, dragged by them into the compound of 
the house, and there assaulted with some severity. He was rescued by a party 
of police who came for the purpora from a neighbouring station on receiving 
information of what had occurred, and who found the policeman lying on the 
ground within the compound of the house, surrounded by a number of 
persons. 

3. These facts wpre clearly deposed to by six witnesses before the 
Magistrate, who convicted two persons of assaulting the policeman, and imposed 
on each of them a fine of Ks. 50 (fifty). The correctness of the conviction 
must be accepted, and upon such a conviction the sentence was quite moderate, 
in reference to Uie means and position of the defendants. 

4. If these persons, and others who were evidently concerned id the 
disturbance, considered that the policeman had exceeded his powers and had 
acted harshly towards the old woman at their gate, they would have rendered 
a service to the public by reporting the matter to the proper authorities. But 
whatever their feelings may have been regarding the case, there was no justifi¬ 
cation for the proceedings of the defendants in taking the law into their own 
hands and assaulting a policeman. 

6. It is stated in the account of the occurrence given in the affidavits 
submitted by Baboo Ram Chunder Ghosal, that one of the members of his 
family was knocked down by the policeman by a blow with his baton. No such 
allegation, however, was made either before the investigating ofiicer or the 
Deputy Commissioner of Police, and tbmre appears room for doubt whether 
any such assault really occurred. 

6. The point, however, to which the Lieutenant-Oovemor’s attention 
is attracted is this. The disturbance which occurred in this case was primarily 
attributable to the unlawful act of the policeman in arresting the old woman. 
In this particular the responsibility must in some degree attach to the Police 
Department, as it is admitted that, though the policeman had shewn a want 
of ordinary intelligence and discretion in the matter, he had followed the 
usual practice, and the tenor of the general instructions which had been issued 
to him and to others. 

7. Prom the enquiries which have been held, it is open to question 
whether the old woman, who was well known in the neighbourhood, and was 
sitting partly in a private mteway, was causing any real obstruction of the 
public way; and it is clear that the obstruction, if any, was so trivial as not 
to call for any interference by the police. Moreover, as she was sitting at the 
gate of a house inhabited by a la^ family* of native gentlemen, doul^ess 
with their acquiescence, the fact of her being seized before their eyes was sure 
to cause irritation, and was, in short, just one of the things which are apt to 
provoke disturbance wheresoever they happen. And as she had been plying 
her little trade on this spot for some time, there was no sort of urgency in the 
matter. If therefore a policeman thought she was obstructing the road, he 
ought not to have used force, but should have reported the matter to his 
superior officer. An arrest indeejl, under such circumstances, implies a degree 
of inconsiderate thoughUessness which cannot be allowed. The man was only 
a private of the police force; but even then he ought to have had a better idm 
of his duty in dealing with the people than to make an arrest under such 
droumstaoces. 

8. But, irrespective of the fact that the conduct of the polioemf|n is 
thus shewn to have been both harsh and unnec^saiy, and such as might well 
eall for reasonaMe remonstrance from those who witnessed the arrest, it is to 
observed that the obstruction of a road or pathway is not One of the offences for 
which the police are empowered to make an arrest under the Oalcntra Police Act 
Though it is dearly the duty, of the police to keep the publio thoroughfares 

* ^ from all obstructions, and though they can always require a person to 
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move on who may be obstructing the streets in any way, the law gives them 
no power to arrest, unless the j^erson objecting to move on when directed to 
do so is unknown, and refuses his name and address. It is superfluous tondd 
that in this instance the person causing the obstruction (if indeed thei^/Was 
any obstruction at all, which may be doubted) was unmistakeably knowa, ‘ 

0. The laeutenant'Qovemor considers that the police cannot arrest 
offenders, save in such exceptional cases as those in which the persons cannot 
be known, and in the still mpre rare casra in which an arrest may be justifiable 
on the plea of urgent necessity, or with reference to the supreme law of public 
safety; and that ordinarily the only legal course for the police to follow is to 
ascertain the names of persons causing obstructions, and to proceed against 
them by opining a summons if necessary. 

10. The illegality of the procedure sometimes followed by the police in 
arresting persons for petty offences in the streets has been more than once 
noticed and commented upon by the Lieutenant-Governor. He is sure that 
it will cease. He cannot idmit tbat, in executive matters of this nature, it is 
ever necessary for the police to exceed the powers accorded to them under the 
law. If they do that, or even if they exercise their lawful functions in an 
inconsiderate way, he must, however reluctantly, condemn them, although 
he is quite willing to support them in the execution of their duty when that 
is performed in accordance with law and in a proper manner. 

11. The Commissioner of Police will have no difliculty in insisting on 
a strict compliance with the procedure above indicated for the future, and on 
clear and definite orders being issued to all grades of the force for their 
guidance in all such matter. The police of the lower grades must be made 
to understand precisely what the law is, and what are the powers which it con¬ 
fers upon them, and they must be strictly warned that if at any time they 
exceed their powers, the responsibility will rest with them to show that their 
proceedings were clearly justifiable on the grounds of urgent and unavoidable 
necessity. 

12. Sir Richard Temple has entire confidence in the zeal and ability of 
the Gommisibioner so to arrange that the object of this Resolution shall be 
fulfilled.

The rents of locations with which those of native villages are to be classed were first 
assigned to the use of the Sanitarium in 1838. This was confirmed by orders of Government 
passed in 1854, again in orders No. 217, of the 14th January 1864, and finally in the 
Resolution of the Goyfernraeut of Bengal dated 27th June 1873. 

The bazar rents are derived from buildings erected by the Municipality oat of its' 
revenues, and situated on land made over to it by Government. 

The pound fines were made over to the Municipality under orders dated 14th O^ber 
1862, contained in letter No. 3625, from the Under-Secretary to the Government of Bengal 
to the Superintendent of Daijeeling. 

5. It is proposed to take the loan in two instalments of Rs. 15,000 each, viz. 
Rs. 1S,00U on the loan being sanctioned and Rs. 15,000 on the Ist July next. It is proposed 
to pay back the loan in twenty years by equal half-yearly instalments of As. 750, or 1,500 
per annum. 

In this manner the payments would be made within twenty yearq, as provided in Clanse 
C, Buie X of thw Rules of the 15th October 1873. 

6. It is not possible to give the details required for the three years last preceding, as 
the limits of the Municipality were much reduced in the beginning of the year 1874-76, and 
the sources of income, as well as the objects of expenditure, were so much affect^ by this 
change that an}f attempt at‘comparison with former years would be deceptive.

QENEBAL DEPARTMENT.-MARINE. 

Calcutta, the 26/A May 1876. 

The following rules, for the appointment of a qualified Board for the examination of 
masters, mates, and engineers of the Mercantile Marine, having been approved by His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council, are published for general information. 

The Examination Board, for conducting the examinations for granting certificates 
of competency to seamen, shall bo constituted as follows:— 

1. Senior otficer of the Royal Navy present, for the time being, at the head-quarters 
of the Mairine Survey Department, shall be ex-officio examiner in navigation; provided 
that he be an officer of the navigating branch of the Royal Navy, and of not lower rank 
than a Staff Lieutenant. 

2. (a).—The examiners in seamanship shall be three experienced masters who have 
been recentiy in successful command of merchant vessels. These may be selected either 
from the commanders of vessels lying in the port of Calcutta, or from the surveyors of 
shipping in the port. 

(6).—They shall* be appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor on the nomination of the 
Master-Attendant. * 

(< 3 .'—The permanent President of the seamanship examiners shall be the Deputy 
Master-Attendant. 

8. (a).—Three engineers shall be appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor, on the 
nomination of the Chief Engineer of the Dockyard, as examiners in steam. These will 
usually be selected from the superintending engineers of the different steam companies in 
the port. 

(A).—The Chief Engineer of the Dockyard shall be the permanent President of the 
engineer examinoB. 
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4. The examinations shall be held quarterly, on the first Monday of Jannaij, April, 
July, Bud October, or on the first open ^y thereafter, if the day fixed should be an 
wtiiorixed holiday.

In exercise of the powers conferred on him by Act III B.C. of 1876, the Hon’ble the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct the publication of the following draft rules for the 
Sone Canals. 


Rules under Act III B.C. of 1876. 

1. The Collector, before awarding compensation under sections 16 and 17 of the Act, 
shall obtain the written opinion of the Superintending Canal Officer, which shall form part 
of the record of the proceedings. 

2. Water shall not be granted where, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, 
loss from wastage is likely to occur. From the decision of the Divisional Canal-Officer an 
appeal shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, whose order shall be final. 

3. Water shall not ordinarily be granted where the length of*the water-course, from its 
head to its point of contact with the village boundary, would exceed two (2i miles. 

4. Water for irrigation shall hot be supplied, except through a water-course so 
constructed and maintained that, in the opinion of the Divisional Cand Officer— 

(a) the water will pass without wastage; . * ' 

(5) the existing necessary lines of communication, the flow of drainage water, and 
the passage of water for irrigation, will not be obstructed. 

5. The Divisional Canal Officer may withhold or postpone the grant of water for a 
crop to any cultivator whose fields he may have ascertained by personal inspectibn (by 
himself or one of his assistants) to be unprepared for irrigation by division into compart¬ 
ments not greater in area than 1 cottah or 1361*23 superficial feet, and by the addition of 
small water channels, as is cpstomary in irrigation from wells. 

Rice-fields are exempted from the operation of this rule. 

Nom— rule shall only apply in those cases in tehieh the discovery is made vreHous to the first 
umteriug <if a eivpi the leater hanw been once given cannot be withheldfbr that crop, but a higher rate 
may be levied as provided i« Rule 2S. 
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6. PenoDi deairing to oonatruct a Tillage obannel shall prefer a written application to 

the Divisional or Sub* Divisional Canal Offiw. In the latter case the application shall be 
forwaried to the Divisiond Canal Officer. r 

7 . The application, if granted, shall be subject to the Act, and also, unless otherwise 
specially agreed upon, be deemed granted under the following conditions• 

jn ,.—^That the water supplied shall not be used for other purposes than irrigation 
without the wntten consent of the Divisional or Sub-Divisional Canal 
Officer. 

(6).—That the applicants nominate a headman known or ascertained to be a 
substantml person possessed of property to attend to their interests, to 
receive'and carry out the orders of the Canal Officers, to distribute the water 
> among the shareholders in the water-course according to their shares, and 
to collect and pay in to the Collector, or other duly authorized person, all 
water-rates lev»ble ou the lands watered from the water-course. 

(cl.—That in any case where persons desirous of taking water fail to appoint a head¬ 
man, or cannot agree among themselves as to the headman, the Collector 
shall nominate, and the Divisional Canal Officer appoint, a headman. 

—That the headman shall furnish security for the payment of all sums realized 
by him, the stamp and registration fees on security bonds being deducted 
from the percentage allowed under Rule 10. 

(e.)—That for each crop, previous to water being taken for any field, application 
shall be made in the prescribed form (Appendix A.) through the said 
headman to the Sub-Divisional Canal Officer or other officer authorized to 
receive such applications, and that no water shall be taken until after the 
receipt of a “ permit” (Appendix B.) from such officer. 

(^.)—That in any case where the Dirisionid Canal Officer, owing to the known 
recusancy of any village, or of any class of cultivators, anticipates difficulty 
in realizing watcr-rates, he shall intimate the same to the Collector or 
Sub-Deputy Collector, in whose option it shall be to require payment of 
water-rates in advance. 

—^That any other cultivators in the same village, able and willing to irrigate their 
lauds from the said water-course, shall be admitted as shareholders in the 
water-course on paying their proportionate share (to be determined by 
the amount of land they hold) of the first cost and maintenance of the 
water-course. 

(A.)—^That all alterations in the number of shareholders, distribution of shares, or 
nomination of headman, shall be reported for the tanction of the Divi¬ 
sional Canal Officer. 

8 . The Divisional Canal Officer may accept the nominee of the shareholders in a 
water-course as *' headman ” of such water-course, and is empowered to pay him the fees 
as hereinbelow detailed, subject to the condition of satisfactory performance of duty. 

9. The allowance to the headman of a water-course for duties connected with that * 
water-course, such as arranging that it shall be kept in proper repair, seeing that no lands 
obtain water without a regular ** permit,” distributing the water to the shareholders, seeing 
to the outlet being closed according to the orders of the Divisional Canal Officer, and 
generally assisting the officers of the Irrigation Department, shall be 6 per cent, on the 
assessments of canal water-rates deriv^ from the water-courses in his charge. The 
Divisional Canal Officer may retrench the whole or any part of the fees under this jrule in 
the event of the conditions not being complied with. 

10. The allowance to the headman of a water-course for collecting the water-rates 
shall be 5 per cent, on the assessments, and shall be paid by the Collector on receipt of the 
full payment of demand for that crop and not otherwise, unless he can satisfy the Collector 
that the balance in arrear is so through no negligence of his. The payment to be made within 
two mouths of the dates named in the permit. 

11. An appeal against retrenchments under Rules 9 and 10 shall lie to the Superin¬ 

tending Canal Officer and Commissioner respectively if preferred within thirty days of such 
retrenchment, and the Superintending Canal Officer or Commissioner’s decision shall 
be final. • 

12. Contracts between the Divisional Canal Officer on the part of Government, and 
private individuals, for the use of water as a motive power, or for any other purpose whatso¬ 
ever not included in the published schedule of rates, shall, if for any peri^ not exceeding 
one year, require the ptivious sanction of the Superintending Canal Officer. 

If for longer periods, such contracts shall be submitted for the sanction of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in the Irrigation Department. . 

18. .Tanks may be filled with canal water without charge, and without reference to the 
area ii^igpted in any village, whenever water can made available without injury to the 
cultivation dependent on any canal, under the following regulations- 

(a.)—‘No tank shall be so filled unless exclusively used for domestic purposes, and 
for watering cattle; sunh tanks are generally in the immediate neighbour¬ 
hood of villages. 

(&.)—No tank shall be so filled from which irrigation is practised. 

(c.)—No tank shall be so filled which, intercepting any line of drainage, is liable to 
overflow from accumulation of water derived from natural causes. 
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No tauk shall be so filled except on the written order of ’the Snb'divisional 
L Canal Ofiicer, issued on the written applications of the parties concerned. 

^ The filling of tanks can only be permitted at such times, and to such extent, 

^ as the SnVdivisional Canal Officer approves. 

• (e.)—No tank shall be so filled unless the water^course used to-fill it shall be shown 

, to the satisfaction of the Sub’divisional Canal Officer to be in a sound 

condition when the application is made. ' 

(/.)—The privilege herein accorded may be suspended for twelve months for breach 
of these regulations, by written order of the Divisional Canal Officer, subject, 
however, to revision by the Superintending Engineer, whose decision shall 
be filial. 

14. The Divisional Canal Officer may, by written order under section 76 (a) (ii), stop 
the suuply to any water-course when he has satisfied himself by personal inspection (by 
himself or one of his Assistants) that the water-course is' not maintained in proper repair. 
Immediate report of any such closure shall be made to the Superintending Canal Officer, 
and the special ground for stoppage explained. 

15. The Divisional Canal Officer may, under section 76 (a) (iii), regulate the distribu¬ 
tion of the available water in proportion to the average area irrigated from the several 
outlets, or in pro^wrtion to the quantities of water contracted for, and may close the outlets 
in rotation as shall be necessary. 

Such periodical closures shall not extend beyond ten consecutive days, and shall be 
notified to the headmen of water-courses. For longer closures the authority of the Super¬ 
intending Canal Officer is required. 

Nothing in the above rules shall be taken to affect the power of the Superintending or 
any Divisional Officer to stop any supply of water in case of pressing emergency. 

16. The water-gauges on distributaries or other channels shall be held to give authori¬ 
tative data for all calculations of discharge required to verify claims for remission of water- 
rate on account of loss of water. 

17. Claims to remission, under section 76 (d), of ordinary charges payable for use 
of canal water shall only be admitted on proof of actual loss caused by the stoppage of 
supply. On proof of such loss the Divisional Canal Officer may remit the whole or any 
portion of the charges. All applications for remission of water-rate shall be made to the 
Divisional Canal Officer at least seven days previous to the catting of the crop. An appeal 
from the Divisional Canal Officer's decision shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, 
whose order shall be final. 

18. Before awarding nompensation under section 76 (c), the (’ollector shall obtain 
the written opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, and such opinion shall form part of the 
record of the proceedings. Under this rule an appeal shall lie to the Commissioner of the 
Division, whose order shall be final. 

19. Under section 78 of the Act, the rates chargeable per acre on the different des¬ 
criptions of crops are fixed for three years, viz. from Ist June 1876 to the 1st June 1879, 
and are as follows :—

20. If only a portion of a field be irrigated, the water-rate shall be chargeable on the 
whole field, unless such portion shall have been clearly demar(»ted, flreviona to, the admis¬ 
sion of the water, by a ridge not less than half a foot high, 

21. ‘When a portion of a field has been irrigated with canal water, and a portion with, 
well or reservoir water, the whole field shall be liable for canal water-rate, uulesa* a clearly 
distinguishable boundary exists between the two portions. 

22. If well or reservoir water is conveyed in the same channel aa canal water, the 
whole of the irrigation from that channel shall be liable to canal water-rate. . 

23. Irrigation from natural or artificial escape channels, when the supply is permanent, 
shall be governed by the same rqles as irrigation from other parts of the canal.. 

34. Irrigation from such channels, when the supply is intermittent, may be allowed at 
such reduced rates as shall from time to time be fixed by the Iiieutenaut Governor. 
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25. Penons irrigating from a canal without a written permit for water for such . 
lands, or taking water at times prohibited bjr proper authority, shall be chargeable with/ 
double water<rates on the area irrigated, in addition to such penalties as may be imposed 

under sections 98 and 94 of the Act. i 

26. The charge leviable for water suffered to run to waste on uncultivated lands shall 
be calculated at the highest rate specified in the schedule, viz. five rupees per acre ofl the 
area flooded; provided that in every such case the Divisional Canal Officer may impose a 

lower chaige if he thinks fit. « ,, , . l . , , 

27. If mixed oropstbe grown in the same field, the water-rate shall be calculated on 

the highest rated crop. 

28. When the original crop sown in a canal-irrigated field fails and is ploughed up, 
and a fresh crop is sown in the same season, the water-rates leviable shall be due on the 
second crop. 

29. When a field is irrigated which has not been prepared by division into compart¬ 
ments and by the addition of small water channels as prescribed in Rule 5, an additional 
charge may be imposed, equal to half the amount of water-rate leviable on the field. In 
each case the Divisional or Sub-divisional Officer must certify that he personally examined 
the field, and that it was not properly prepared for irrigation according to the terms of the 
rule. 


30. The amounts demandable for water-rate shall be determined and apportioned by 
the Divisional Canal Officer. 

81. All water-rates shall become due on the dates noted on the ‘'permits," viz. the 
dates on. which the crops ordinarily come to maturity, and are as follows 

Water-rate on spring crops,—wheat, barley, peas, poppy, &c.,—shall become due on 


81st March. 

Water-rate on summer crops,—cheena, &c.,—shall become due on 30th Jane. 

Water-rate on bbadoi crops,—seera rice, Indian-corn, murwa, &c.,—shall become due 
on 31st October. 

Water-rate on annual and winter croM,—aghani rice, joaur, &c.,—on 8l8t December, 
and shall be paid within one month of suen dates. 

82. In the case of lands held on fidoli tenures, half the water rates shall be recoverable 
from the zemindar or landlord. 

33. Collection of all water-rates will be made by the Collector strictly in accordance 
with the statement of demands furnished to him by the Divisional Canal Officer, in such 
form as shall from time to time be sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

34. The Collector will make the collections through the Deputy Collectors attached 
to each division of the canal, and the Subordinate Canal Revenue Establishment. 

85. Objections to the demand on the score of short supply, or of matters affecting the 
Irrigation Department, addressed to the Collector, shall be referred by him to the Canal * 
Divisional Officer. Meanwhile the collection of the demand shall not be snspended. • 

36 Claims for remission so referred by the Collector, and admitted hj the Divisional 
Canal Officer, shall be reported by him for the sanction of the Superintending Canal 
Officer. 


37. A remission statement signed by the Superintending Canal Officer, shall be sufficient 
authority for a refund by the Collector. 

38. If the decision of the Divisional Canal Officer uphold the original demand, an 
appeal may be made to the Superintending Canal Officer, provided that it is preferred 
within forty days from the issue of the order. The decision of the Superintending Canal 
Officer shall be final. 

39. In cases in which the water-rate is irrecoverable, from the absconding or 
bankruptcy of the defaulter, or when the question at issue does not depend on the canal 
supply, or the action of the Irrigation Department, the Collector will obtain sanction to 
remission of canal demands from the ('ommissioner of the Division. All such remissions 
shall be reported at the close of each official year to the Divisional Canal Officer. 

40. If a cultivator is dissatisfied with the entries made against him in the ** permit" 
(Appendix B), whetljer as to the fact of the land having been charged " flow" instead of 
" lift," or as to the measurements and entries of class of crop, he must lodge a complaint, 
either personally or through the headman of his water-course, with the Divisional or Sub- 
Divisisional Canal Officer within fifteen days of the issue of the permit. 

41. No person, without the permission in writing of the Divisional or Sub-Divisional 
Canal Officers, shall pass, or shall cause any animal or vehicle to pass, on or across any of 
the works, banks, or dhannels of a canal or drainage work after he has been desired to desist 
therefr^ excepting upon such bridges, fords, and ferries, and their approaches, as are 
provideo by the Divisional Canal Officer. 

48. No Canal Officer, unless spcciidly exempted by the Lieutenant-Governor, shall have 
any interest in the distribution of water from any of the canals, or purchase or bid for any 
Oovemment property sold tiiereon, either in his own name, or iu the name of another, or 
jointly, or in shares with others.

Pass not less than 3 cables to the northward 
of the buoy on the Reliance shoal, after rounding which, haul to the south-east and anchor 
in from 9 to 11 fathoms (low water) with the pier, near the site of Fort Dalhousie, bearing 
from West to W. N. W.

Weather—Rains seem to have set in. Prospects of the various rice crops are 
good.

pality. The appointment of this officer was sanctioned by the Goverument of 
India in May 1876, and Dr. J. G. French, who was the first officer appointed, 
took charge of his duties on the 1st of September 1876. He has now 
submitted a report to Government which covers the period from the 1st Sep¬ 
tember 1876 to the close of the year. 

2. The Health Officer has recorded some valuable notes on cholera, and 
the services that have already been rendered to sanitation by his Observations 
and enquiries have sufficiently shown the necessity that existed of establishing 
bis appointment. It is pointed out by the Sanitary Commissioner that the con¬ 
dition of the river banks is the most serious subject dealt with in Dr. French's 
report. From a sanitary point of view, there is not much difference between 
any particular parts of the river, though the returns show that the Esplanade 
moorings are perhaps the worst for cholera. But it must he remembered that the 
Hooghly is a strong tidal stream, and that, as a consequence, pollutions are 
carried up as well as down the current. Of the 34 oases of cholera reported 
during the four months under review, 12 occurred in the Union dock (one 
outbreak), eight occurred in the Esplanade moorings, five at the Jetties, five at 
Frinsep’s, and four in the Hastings moorings. These observations must be 
extended over a long period of time before really valuable results can be 
arrived at. 

3. The outbreak of cholera on board the French ship Margueriiet which 
had gone into the Union dock for repair, was exceptional. The crew consisted 
of 24 men, who had all been healthy at sea, and were healthy in port. As 
long as they used the water brought into port with them, no case of cholera 
occurred; but subsequently, on using water supplied by one of the Hooghly 
water-boats, 12 cases of cholera occurred, and seven of them proved fatal. 
The situation of the Union dock is explained to be most unhealthy. Here 
500 workmen use one wooden latrine, which is cleaned by flushing its 
contents into the river. Then, again, there are two trapped municipal drains 
passing through the yard of the docks, which render the entire neighbourhood 
offensive. Dr. Frencii distinctly traced the cause of cholera on the Marguerite 
to the supply of Hooghly water instead of water from the municipal hydrants; 
and as soon as pure water was supplied the disease stopped. The boatmen 
bad sold very bad and decomposed water to the captain instead of the hydrant 
water he had sent for. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see it stated that 
there has been no recurrence of this. Dr. French has constantly inspected the 
boats, and on no occasion has ho been able to detect any cheating, or find fault 
with the water. Most of the ships, while in port, are said to use tho water of 
the port whence they have come, and to fill up from a hydrant or a water-boat 
a few days before leaving for sea. The captains have great faith in using 
water to which their sailors have been accustomed for some time. Arrange¬ 
ments are now almost complete, under which the Calcutta Municipality and 
the Fort Commissioners will be able to supply all ships with water from the 
hydrants, their own staff superintending the arrangements, and water fouled by 
the bottom of boats or river pollutions will not be supplied to the ships in future. 

4. The supply of adulterated milk is also a source of cholera. Recently the 
Health Officer has traced some cholera cases that occurred in the ships OUy of 
Peebles, Hereford, and Savoir Faire to the goalas in Howrah having mixed the 
water of tanks fouled by dirty clothes with the milk they sold to the sailors. 
The Howrah Municipality have been desired to license only such goalae to 
supply milk as can supply a sufficient quadtity of pure milk. 

6 .. Scurvy is stated to have been confined to Cape-going ships, and to be 
due to the long voyages and want of vegetable diet. One very bad case, that 
of the “ British ship Bowden, one of Bates' ships,” is recorded. The vessel 
was 171 days at sea from Liverpool to Calcutta, with a cargo of salt, and 
arrived in port with six cases of scurvy on board out of a crew of 29. 
Dr. French reports that " six weeks after leaving Liverpool the water-supply 
failed, and the men were put on short allowance. After leaving the Cape the 
only water onboard was rain-water, which the men collected on deck and 
stored. Fresh messes could not be, or were not, issued, but lime-juice was 
daily served out. The ship is an iron vessel and 20 years of age. Owing 
to the length of the voyage, want of water, constant use of salt provision^ 
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and bad accommodation^ the crew suffered great hardships.’* The Lieutenant- 
Governor considers that tbe facts of this case disclose a very unsatisfactory 
train of circumstances that mmrit further enquiry. A fuller report will be 
called for, with a view of submitting the facts for the consideration of* the 
Board of l^nde.* The disease of scurvy has no doubt much diminished in 
consequence of the precautions adopted in recent years, but it cannot be 
regarded as otherwise than unsatisfactory that it siiould now be found to 
exist at all in English ships. As Dr. Coates, the Sanitary Commissioner, points 
out, the quantity of food carried by these Capo>going vessels needs careful 
looking after; and now that compressed vegetables, tinned meats, and preserved 
fruits can be procured in abundance, there should bo no such disease as scurvy. 

6 . The thanks of Government are due to Dr. French for the energetic 
manner in which he has discharged the duties of Ilealth Officer of the port. 
The Lieutenant-Governor also acknowledges the careful supervision exercised 
by Dr. FUcher, who was acting as Sanitary Commissioner during the year.

RULES FOB REGULATING THE ISSUE OF METEOROLOGICAL 

.INSTRUMENTS. 


No. 1—65, dated Simla, the 8th June 1876. 

From—C. J. Lyall, Esq, Undcr-Secretary to the Government of India, Depart-. 

ment of Revenue, Agriculture, and Commerce, 

To—The Secretary to the Governmeut of Bengal. 

I AH directed to forward, for information and guidance a copy of rules ^ 
which have been framed for regulating the issue of meteorological instruments * 
to officers (not being officers in charge of stations already fixed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India) who may desire to record regularly meteorological observations. ■ 
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for regulating the iesw of Meteorok^al iMirummte, 

*1. The stations arhich have been selected by tbe Meteorological Reporter to the 
Government of India for the registry and record of meteorological observations have already 
been specified in the scheme submitted by Mr. Blanford with his letter dated 26th July 
1873, and approved by the Government of India on the 27th September of the same year. 
The issue of instruments to these stations is not intended to be affected by the present 
rules, but trill continue to be made on indents submitted through the local Meteorological 
Reporter and the local Government or Administration to the Government of India, wno 
will, after consulting the Meteorological Reporter as may be necessary, direct tbe indents 
to be complied with by the Mathematical Instrument Department 

2. But there may be oases in which local ofiScers, whose place of residence is not one 
of the stations where the registry of observations is considered absolutely necessary to the 
general scheme of observation and record for the whole of India, may desire to volunteer 
their services as observers without remuneration from Government. In these cases Goveruo 
ment will be willing to supply such officers with instruments, registers, &c., free of expense, 
and the issue of these articles will be made in the manner hereinafter described. 

3. Any officer of Government who may desire to establish a meteorological observatory 
at a station at which no observatory at present exists, and to obtain instruments from the 
Government stores for that purpose, should apply, giving full particulars of his proposal, to 
the local Meteorological Reporter. 

4. The application should set forth the special reasons, if any, which render the 
establishment of an observatory desirable, and snould specify tbe building or site at which 
it is proposed to establish it. This should in all cases be a public building, and not a private 

. residence. It should also specify the officer by whom the observations will be made, and 
state whether the appointments or offices which he holds are of such a nature as to admit of 
his observing regularly at the hours fixed for observations. It is essential that the recorder 
of the observations should be an official permanently resident at the station, or the holder 
of an office, the incumbent of which will be so resident for some definite term of years. 

5. The local Meteorological Reporter, if he approves of the suggestion, will, after 
making such further enquiries as he may consider necessary, record bis opinion on the 
proposal and submit it to the local Government with detailed recommendations as to the 
number and descriptions of instruments to be provided. 

6. If the local Government approve of the proposal, they will submit the case to the 
Government of India in the Department of Revenue, Agriculture, and Commerce, and that 
Department will, after consultation with the Meteorological Reporter to the Government of 
India, issue orders on the application. 

7. If the proposal is sanctioned, the requisite instruments will be supplied by the 
Mathematical Instrument Depfit on an indent corrected and countersigned by the Meteoro* 
logical Reporter to the Government of India. 

8. The local Meteorological Reporter will see that the instruments are duly verified 
before being issued, and will furnish tp the local observer and the Meteorological Reporter 
to the Government of India copies of the corrections to be, applied to the readings. Forms 
of register, printed directions, and tables for reduction, will Iw furnished by the local Mete* 
orological Office. 

9. The directions of the local Meteorological Reporter should be followed by the local 
observer as to the position and exposure of the instruments, the hours of registration, &c., 
and copies of all registers should be communicated to the local Meteorological Office. 

10. A shed of the pattern adopted at the Government meteorological stations will be 
provided and kept in repair by Government, and a cage for the thermoipeters will be sup¬ 
plied with the instruments from the Mathematical Instrument Dep6t. 

11. The officer in charge of the observatory will grant receipts in duplicate to the 
Mathematical Instrument Department, and (on a separate sjiecial form) to the local Meteoro- 
logal Reporter, for the instrunaeuts, &c., and he will be responsible for their safe custody. 
On his departure from the station he will make over charge of them to bis successor in office, 
whose name should be submitted by the local Meteorological Reporter to the local Govern- 
ment, and his appointment approved by them The ohperver should invariably be a servant 
of Government, unless some other arrangement be specially sanctioned by the local Govern¬ 
ment. Tbe officer receiving charge will grant a receipt in duplicate, in which the several 
instruments, records, books, &c., should be enumerated: one copy of this should be 
forwarded to the Meteorological Reporter. 

12. Annual returns of all instruments in use at observatory stations sho«ld*be fur¬ 
nished by the observing officer at the close of each official year to the Deputy Surveyor 
General in charge of the Mathematical Instrument Depdt at Calcutta. In these returns all 
receipts and issues of instruments during the year should 1^ duly accounted for. 
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REVISION OF THE BENGAL JAIL CODE. 


Calcutta^ the 20/A June 1876. 

Bead— 

A ReEoIntion recorded by this Government^ dated 22nd September 1864, preanribina; rules 
under Act II (B*C.) of 1864, for the superintendence and management oi the jails 
in the Lower Provinces. 

Read also— 

A letter from tbe Inspector-General of Jails, No. 1393, dated .3rd February IS75. submit¬ 
ting a draft of tbe first portion of a revised Code of Rules and tbe orders passed 
thereon appointing a Committee to report upon tbe rules. 

Read— 

A letter dated the 12th April, from the Committee, submitting tbe complete code with 
their observations. 

The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the existing Code of Rules for the 
superintendence and tlie management of the jails in the Lower Provinces of 
Bengal was passed in 1864 by the tlien Lieutenant-Governor under the 
provisions of Act II (B.C.) of 1864, and after a consideration of the reports of 
two committees, the one appointed by the Government of India to consider 
the subject of jails and jail discipline throughout India, and the other 
appointed by the Government of Bengal to consider what special rules should 
be adopted in the jails of the Lower Provinces. Subsequently, certain alter¬ 
ations, rendered necessary by the passing of Act V (B.C.) of 1865, were intro¬ 
duced ipto the rules, which have also been further amended from time to time 
in accordance with the progress of legislation, the results of experience and 
the improved system of jail management to which much attention has been 
given of late years. 

2. The scattered nature of the orders which have thus been issued as 
occasion demanded has for some time past rendered a revised edition of the Jail 
Code necessary, and the late Lieutenant-Governor accordingly gladly accepted 
the proposal made by the Inspector-General to take the work in hand. Before 
Mr. Heeley’s departure on sick leave last year, he submitted a portion of the 
rules as revised by him, and tbe remainder of the scries has been subsequently 
received from his successor. While the work was under preparation, the 
opinions of selected jail officers were invited on the general subjects to which 
the rules relate, and all details have been laid down in the new code in 
accordance with the views expressed by* officers, who have gained practical 
experience in the administration of jails in Bengal. 

3. A committee consisting of Mr. J. Crawfurd and Mr. W. Leonard was 
subsequently appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor to examine the code 
with a view chiefly to bring to notice any particulars which might require 
further consideration as being new or involving a departure from existing 
rules or practice. .The committee have now submitted their report, and in 
addition to doing what was required of them, have made several suggestions 
for adding to, and amending some of, tbe proposed rules. 

4. On a perusal of the committee’s report, the Lieutenant-Governor observes 
that some matters of considerable importance have been dealt with de nono in the 
draft Code. Gh\ef among theje is the subject of tiie treatment of European pri¬ 
soners in Indian jails. This is a question which has had the special attention of 
Sir •Richard Temple, as well^s of his immediate predecessor. At the time 
wheR the committee sat in lw4, this subject did not receive separate and 
special consideration. The defects of the existing rules in this respect, aifd 
more especially as regards those relating to the mark system, were lately noticed 
by the Government of India, and a suggestion was made that it was desirable 
that special rules for the discipline and treatment*of European prisoners should 
be drawn up on the principles recognized in England. An attem^ has been 
made in this direction in the section of the code devoted specialij to Earope’an 
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prisoners, and a suitable set of *' Mark Buies,” based on the English system, has 
now been provided, entirely distinct from those applicable to natives. 

5. In the Mark BiHes applicable to native prisoners some alterations, 
which' the experience gained of the working of.the rules at present in force 
has shewn to be desirable, have been introduced. The subject of offences 
against jail discipline and of punishments has been carefully considered,' and 
the rules on these, as on the otiier matters generally of which the code treats, 
have been rendered more detailed and precise. A separate set of rules has 
also been drawn up for the management of lock-ups, so as to remove all doubt 
as to which parts of the code are applicable to these institutions. 

6 . Generally, the Lieutenant-Governor approves of the draft Code as 
modified by the committee. Where questions of principle are concerned in such 
of the rules which have been newly introduced, the Lieutenant-Governor finds 
that these have been dealt with in accordance with the views which have been 
expressed by Government from time to time. For the most part, however, the 
alterations made in existing rules have reference to matters of detail only, 
in regard to which the Lieutenant-Governor has been able to accept the 
recommendations made. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the 
committee lor the careful and thorough manner in which they have discharged 
their duty. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor is accordingly now pleased, under the 
authority vested in him by Act II (B.G.) of 1864 and Act Y (B.C.) of 1866, 
and under the powers which are otherwise vested in him, to direct that the 
new rules, as now finally revised by him, shall be adopted for the superin¬ 
tendence and management of all jails in the Lower Provinces of Bengal.

SUBORDINATE CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATION, 1876. 


RESOLUTION. 


APPOINTMENT DEPARTMENT. 

, Darjeeling, the \7th June 187G. * 

Read again— 

The report of the Saperintendent of the Subordinate ('ivil Service Examination on the 
result of the examination held»in 1875, and the Kesolution of the Government 
recorded thereon, dated 22nd June 1876. 

The Resolution of this Government in the General Department, dated the 10th .March 1875, 
intimating to certain Acting Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors that their 
retention in the public service depended entirely on their passing the examinations 
to which they were still respectively liable. 

The Minute recorded by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated the 25th September 
1875, on the competitive examinations for admission of candidates to the Native 
Civil Service of Bengal. 

The Notification of this Government in the General Department, dated the 2.3rd November 
1875, promulgating the revised rules to regulate the Native Civil Service Examina¬ 
tion to be held in 1876, and future examinations. 

Read also— 

Letter from the Superintendent of the Subordinate Civil Service Examination, No. 35, 
dated the l.')th May 1876, reporting the result of the examination held in March last 
at Hooghiy, Patna, and Cuttack. 


In paragraph 9 of tlio Resolution dated the 22nd June 1S75, it was 
announced that, in view of the large number of passed candidates who had y(?t 
to be provided with appointmtmts, the Lieutenant-Governor had decided not to 
hold another general examination under the then existing rules until further 
notice. Subsequently, in his Minute dated the 25th September 1875, the 
Lieutenant-Governor, after reviewing the principle on which the examinations 
had been previously conducted for admission to the Native Civil Service, 
pointed out that it had resulted in the passing of a larger number of candi¬ 
dates than the Government could conveniently provide with appointments, and 
directed that, instead of all candidates being passed who came up to a given 
standard, the examinations in future should be competitive, that is, that a fixed 
number of places in the higher and in the lower classes of appointments would 
ho prescribed, for which those candidates w'ould be passed who came out first 
at the examination. It was further laid down that no candidate would be 


passed for the higher grade; of appointments unless he obtained at least tVvo- 
thirds, or for the lower grade of appointments unless ho obtained at least lialf, 
of the total number of obtainable marks upon the whole examination. 

• 2. The number of appointments offered for competition at the past 
examination, whicli is the first held under tlic now rules, was four in the higher 
and seven in the lower grade; that is, four appointments on Rs. 100 per mensem

appeared and underwent examination. Of these, 3 entered for the higher grade 
and 6 for the lower; hut none passed for the former, and only the 5 candidates 
named in the roqrgin ftassed for the latter grade. 

8. Of these five, two—(1) Moonshee Azizar Ruhman, and (2 Mahomed 
Azhar, who were candidates for the lower grade—have obtained more than two- 


thirds of the number of marks, and are therefore, under paragraph 7 of the 
revised Examination Rules, eligible for appointments of the higher class. They 
hold, how’ever, no University degree, nor have they cither served Government 
for a ^ri<'d of six years, or been specially declared eligible for all appointments, 
as required by paragraph 5 of the rules : the Superiutendent of the Examina¬ 
tion proposes therefore to place them in the lower grade. Looking, however, 
to the very good examination which these two candidates have passed, the • 
Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to waive in their favor, as a special case, 
the ’ objections which exist under the rules to their being placed in the higher 
grade, and they are accordingly declared eligible for appointment in that 
grade.

4. Of the remaining three who have passed, two—3) Baboos Brojonath 
Bhuttacharjoe, and (4) Madhub Lall—were candidates for the higher grade, but 
have failed' to obtain the requisite number of marks; they have, however, 
obtained more than half the total number of marks, and the Superintendent 
recommends that they should be declared eligible for employment in the lower 
class of appointments. In making this recommendation, the Superintendent 
has overlooked the provisions of Rule 7 of the revised Examination Rules, 
which lays down that “ candidates must declare whether they desire to compote 
for the higher or the lower class, and that a candidate for a place in the 
high<'r class will not be eligible at that examination for a place in the lower 
class.” In consideration, however, of the recommendation of the Superinten¬ 
dent of the Examination, and of the fact that the number of candidates at the 
late examination was fewer than the number of appointments offered for 
competition, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased, as a special case, to waive in 
their case also the ohjection noted above. These two candidates, together with 
Baboo Kumal Chunder Uutt, are therefore pronounced eligible for appoint¬ 
ments in the lower class. 

' 6. Of the three candidates who foiled, Mahomed Nuzeronddin and Baboo 
Kooldeep Narain Sing already fill appointments in the Subordinate Executive 
Service conditionally on passing the requisite standard of examination. 

Mahomed Nuzerooddin was appointed surveyor in lialasoro in July 1873, 
subject to passing in 1874. He was subsequently granted further time for 
preparation till 1875, and, with reference to the result of his examination in the 
latter year, another year’s grace was allowed. He was at the same time exempted 
from examination in chemistry, betany, and gymnastics. As he has now 
obtained passing marks in engineering and Oriya, and fair marks in all otlier 
subjects except Bengali, which is not the vernacular of his district, and as 
he is also favorably reported on by his superiors, the Lieutenant-Governor 
has been pleased, as a special case, to declare him us fully passed for the lower 
,grade. 

Baboo Kooldeep Narain Sing was appointed 2nd Grade Canoongoc in Gya in 
November 1873, subject to passing the Native Civil Service Examination. He 
was exempted from attendance at the examination of 1874 in consideration 
of his employment on famine relief operations. He did not attend the 
examination in 1875, owing, it was alleged, to ignorance of the date of the 
examination. On a consideration, however, of the recommendations made by 
the Commissioner of Fatna and the Collector of Gya, the Baboo was por<« 
mitted, as a special case, to retain his appointment, subject to passing at the 
examination in 187G, and was distinctly given to understand that no excuse 
would be entertained for failure on his part to attend or to pass at that 
examination. As lie has now obtained half marks in only one subject, viz. in 
the vernacular, and very low marks in all ether subjects, the Lieutenant- 
Governor directs that he be removed from his appointment. 

6. In the orders passed on the report of the result of the examination 
in 1875, it was stated that candidates who had conditionally passed at that 
examination would, as a special case, be allowed to appear at the examination 
of 1876. Accordingly thirteen such candidates obtained permission to attenc 
the examination, but twelve only, including five assistants of the Opiun 
Department, who were to he examined in the special subjects of surveying 
botany, and chemistry, appeared and underwent the examination. All tlv 
Baboo Sree Kidioro Mozoomdar. opium assistants failed; the case of these officer

passed fdr the lower grade, and-arc accordingly declared to have done sos^undt 
the old rules. Of the remaining four. Baboo Eedar Nath Bancrjee has no' 
passed in law and botany, but is still liable to pass in chemistry before he ca 
be considered to have passed the examination for the higher grade. Baht 
Ram Lall has now passed in law and drawing, and has still to pass in surveyii 
' and mensuration before hq can be considered to have passed' the examinatic 
for the lower grade. This candidate is alread;^ in the service on probation, ai 
as he is well spoken of by the officers under whom he is employed, he will 
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held to hare passed for the lower grade on condition that he succeeds in passing 
completely at the next examination. 

Baboo Doorga JMCohun Ghose has now passed in law for the lower grade, 
and is still liable to pass in surveying and engineering. This candidate is i|^so 
in the service, and as he is well reported of, he will be held to have passed for 
the higher grade, 'provided he passes completely at the next examination. 

Abdul Mujeed was examined by mistake in Ilindustani instead of in 
Bengali, and has passed in the former language for the lower grade, but he has 
failed in law and surveying. This candidate was appointed to the service in 
January 1874, conditionally on his passing the examination in 1875, and as he 
did not attend the examination held in that year, and has failed to pass at the 
present examination, the Lieutenaut>Governor directs that he bo removed from 
his appointment.

This, 
however, he has not done, and the Lieutenant-Governor therefore directs that 
he be removed from his appointment. 

Bahoo Kalipi'osunno Roy Chowdry was appointed Canoongoe in February 

1874, subject to passing the Native Civil Service Examination. He was 
exempted from attendance at the examination in 1874, but was informed that 
no excuse for non-appearance at tlie examination of 1875 would bo admitted, 
Uo did not, however, attend the examination in that year, and no report wo: 
received as to the cause of bis absence. As heSbas also failed to attend tlu 
present examination, the Lieutenant-Governor directs bis removal from the 
service. 

Akhury Char Shambhujau was appointed a Canoongoe in Loharduggij 
in February 1874, subject to passing the Native Civil Service Examinatiem. 
As he has since failed to attend any of the examinations, he must now* be 
removed from the service. 

8. In accordance with the terms of the Lieutenant-Governor’s Minute oi 
the 25th of September last, the vacancies thus caused will be filled up by the 
candidates who have passed the recent examination in the lower grade; the 
two candidates also who have now been declared to have passed for the higher 
grade will be immediately provided with appointments in that grade". 

9. In the Resolution of the 10th March 1875, a w'arning was con¬ 
veyed to certain Acting Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors that 
their retention in the iublic service depended entirely on tlieir passing 
the examination to wliicfl they were severally liable, and their attention was 
again drawn to the subject in the subsequent Resolution of the 22nd June 

1875. 'J'wo of these officers, Baboo Koilash Chandra Chatteijoc and Moulvie 
Muizuddin Ahmed, being employed in settlement work were notable to attend, 
and another, Moulvie Motiulla, was specially exempted from attendance. 
But none of the other officers liable to examination attended the present 
examination, nor has any explanation as to the cause of their absence been 
laid before Government. The Lieutenant-Governor now requests that Com¬ 
missioners of Divisions will bo* good enough to submit, at an early date, a 
speoiaLreport regarding such of these officers as may be serving w'itiun thcii* 
divisions. The reasons why they failed to attend tho examination should 
be fully explained, and ‘Commissioners and District Officers should at the 
same time submit any recommendations which they may wish to make with 
regard to the further retention of these officers in tho Government service. 

10. As the Superintendent reports that tho paucity in tho number of 
candidates who entered for the competitive examination is probably owing to 
the fact that the new Examination Rules were not mado public sufficiently 
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early in the year to afford candidates much time for preparation, and that the 
terms were not f^enerally nor properly understood, the Commissioners of 
Divisions and District Officers are requested to take every opportunity of 
explaining the principle on ufhich these examinations art; conducted, and to 
notify, as widely as possible, that another examination will bo held in February 
or March next. The precise date on which the examination will be held 
next year will be shortly notified, as well as the number of appointments to be 
competed for in each grade. 

11. The thanks of Government arc due to Mr. 'Grimley, and to the 
gentlemen who were associated with him in conducting the recent examination.

4. The house and horse taxes arc levied under Act III of 1864. 

The rents of locations with which those of native villages are to be classed were first 
assigned to the use of the Sanitarium in 1838. This was confirmed by orders of Government 
passed in 1834, again in orders No. 217, of the 14th January 1864, and finally in the 
libsolutiofi of the Government of Bengal dated 27th June 1873. 

The bazar rents are derived from buildings erected by the Municipality oat of its 
revenues, and situated on land made over to it by Government.

REVISED DRAFT RULES PROPOSED UNDER ACT III (B.C.) OF 1876. 

No. 200. 

NOTIFICATION.— Irkigation Branch. 

Dated the 13/A June 1876. 

In exercise of the powers conferred on him by Act III B.C. of 1876, the Hon’ble the 
Lieutenaut'Govcruur is pleased to direct the publication of the following draft rules for the 
Sone Canals. 


Rules under Act III B.C. of 1876. 

1. The Collector, before awarding compensation under sections 16 and 17 of the Act, 
shall obtain the written opinion of the Superintending Canal Officer, which shall form part 
of the record of the proceedings. 

2. Water shall not be granted where, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, 
loss from wastage is likely to occur. From tho decision of the Divisional Canal Officer an 
appeal shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, whose order shall be final. 

3. Water shall not ordinarily be granted where the length of the water-course, from its 
head to its point of contact with the village boundary, would exceed two [2i miles. 

4. Water for irrigation shall not be supplied, except through a water^coiirse so 
constructed and maintained that, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer— 

(a) the water will pass without wastage ; 

\b) the existing necessary lines of communication, the flow of drainage water, and 
the passage of water for irrigation,'will not be obstructed. 

5. The Divisional ('anal Officer may withhold or postpone the grant of water for a 
crop to any cultivator whose fields he may have ascertained by personal inspection (by 
himself or one of his assistants) to he unprepared fur irrigation by division into compart¬ 
ments not greater in area than 1 cottah or 1361'23 suiierficial feet, and by the addition of 
small water channels, as is customary in irrigation from wl-IIs. 

Rice-flclds are exempted from the operation of this rule. 

Note. — Thi» rule shall only apply in those rases in which the discovery is mbde previous to the first 
watering of a crop ; the water hueiny been pnee gieen cannot be withheld for that erop, but a higher rate 
may he levied as provided in Rule 25. 

6. Persons desiring to construct a village channel shall prefer a written application to 

the Divisional or Sub-Divisional ('anal Officer, in the latter case the application shall be 
forwarded to the Divisional Canal Officer. , . 

7. * The application, if granted, shall be subject to the Act, and also, unless otherwise 
specially agreed upon, be deemed granted under the following conditions 

(o.)—That the water supplied shall not be used for ^other purposes than irrigation 
without the written consent of the Divisional or Bub-Divisional Canal 
Officer. 

(5,)—That the appHcants nominate a headman known or ascertained tq be a 
substantial pftrson possessed of property to attend to their interests to 
receive and carry out the orders of the (5aual Officers, to distribute the water 
among the shareholders in the water-course according to their shares and 
to collect and pay in to the Collector, or other duly authorized person all 
water-rates leviable ou the lauds watered frum the water'coarse. * 
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(c.)—^That in anj case where persons desirous of taking water fail to appoint a head¬ 
man, or cannot agree among themselves as to the headman, the Collector 
shall nominate, and the Divisional Canal Oiliccr appoint, a headman. 
((f.)_That the headman shall furnish sceurity for the paytirant of all suras realized 
by hip, the stamp and registration fees on security bonds being deducted 
from the percentage allowed under Rule 10. 

(e.)—'That for each crop, previous to water being taken fur any field, application 
shall be made in the prescribed form (Appendix A.) through the said 
headman to the Sub-Divisional Canal Ofllerr or other officer authorized to 
receive such applications, and that no water shall be taken until after the 
receipt of a “ |)ermit” (Appendix B.) from such officer. 

(y.)—^That in any case where the Divisional Canal Officer, owin^ to the known 
. reeusaucy of any village, or of any elass of cultivators, anticipates difficulty 
in realizing water-rates, he shall intimate the same to the Collector or 
Sub-Deputy Collector, in whose option it shall he to require payment ot' 
water-rates in advance. 

(^,)—That any other cultivators in the same village, able and willing to irrigate their 
lands from the said water-course, shall be admitted as shareholders in the 
water-course on paying their proportionate share (to be determined by 
the amount of land they hold) of the first cost and maintenauce of the 
water-course. 

(A.)—-That all alterations in the number of shareholders, distribution of shares, or 
nomination of headman, shall be reported for the sauciion of the Divi¬ 
sional Canal Officer, 


8. The Divisional Canal Officer may accept the nominee of the shareholders in a 
water-course as “ headman " of such water-course, and is empowered to pay him the fees 
as hereinbelow detailed, subject to the condition of satisfactory performance of duty. 

9. The allowance to the headman of a water-course for duties connected with that 
water-course, such as arranging that it shall be kept in proper repai-, seeing that no lands 
obtain water without a regular " permit," distributing the water to the shareholders, seeing 
to the outlet being closed according to the orders of the Divisional Canal Officer, and 
generally assisting the officers of the Irrigation Department, shall be 5 per cent, on the 
assessments of canal water-rates derived from the water-courses in his charge. The 
Divisional Canal Officer may retrench the whole or any part of the fees under this rule in 
the event of the conditions not being complied with. 

10. The allowance to the headman of a water-course for collecting the water-rates 
shall be 5 per cent, on the assessments, and shall be paid by the Collector on receipt of the 
full payment of demand for that crop and not otherwise, unless he can satisfy the Collector 
that the balance in arrear is so through no negligence of his. The payment to be made within 
two mouths of the dates named in the permit. 

11. An anpcal against retrenchments under Rules 9 and 10 shall lie to the Superin¬ 
tending Canal Officer and Commissioner respcotively if preferred within thirty days of such 
retrenchment, and the Superintending Canal Officer or ('ommissioucr's decision shall 
be final. 

12. Contracts between the Divisional Canal Officer on the part of Government, and 
private individuals, for the use of water as a motive power, or fur any other purpose whatso¬ 
ever not included in the published schedule of rates, shall, if for any period-not exceeding 
one year, require the previous sanction of the Superintending Canal Officer. 

If for longer periods, snch contracts shall be submitted for the sanction of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in the Irrigation Department. 

13. Tanks may be filled with canal water without charge, and without reference to the 
area irrigated in any village, whenever water can be made avtailable without injury to the 
cultivation dependeut on any canal, under the following regulations:— 


(a.)—No tatik shall be so filled unless exclusively used for domestic purposes, and 
for watering cattle; such tanks are generally in the immediate neighbour¬ 
hood of villages. 

(A.)—No tank shall be so filled from which irrigation is pnotised. 

(c.)—No tank shall be so filled which, intercepting any line of drain.ige, is liable to 
overflow from accumulation of water derived from natural causes. 

No tank shall be so filled except on the written order of the 8ub-Oivisiunal 
* Canal Officer, issued on the written applications of the parties concerned. 

The filling of tanks can only be permitted at such times, and to such extent, 
as the Sttb-Divisional Canal Officer approves. 

(e.)-—No tank shall be so filled unless the watcr-coursc used to fill it shall be shown 
to the satisfaction of the Sub-Divisional Canal Offiecr to be iu a sound 
condition when the applicntioii is made. , 

(/.)—The privilege herein accorded may be suspended for twelve months for breach 
of these regulations, by written order of the Divisional Canal Officer, subject, 
however, to revision by the Superiutcuding Engineer, whose decision shall 
be final. 
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14. The Divisional Canal OfiBner may, by written order under section 76 {a) (ii). stop- 
the supply to any water-course when he has satisfied himself by personal inspection (by 
himself or one of his Assistants) that the water-course is not maintained in proper repair. 
Immediate report of any such closure shall be made to the Superintending Canal OfiBcer. 
and the special ground for stoppage explained. 

15. The Divisional Canal Officer may, under section 76 (a) (iii), regulate the distribn 

tion of the available water in proportion to the average area irrigated from the severe 
outlets, or in proportion to the quantities of water contracted for, and may close the outlets 
in rotation as shall be necessary. ' 

Such periodical closures shall not extend beyond ten consecutive days, and shall be 
notified to the headmen of water- courses. For longer closures the authority of the Super¬ 
intending Canal Officer is required. 

Nothing in the above rules shall be taken to affeot the power of the Superintending or 
any Divisional Officer to stop any supply of water in case of pressing emergency. 

16. The water-gauges on distributaries or other channels shall be held to give authori¬ 
tative data for all calculations of discharge required to verify claims for remission of water- 
rate on account of loss of water. 

17. Claims to remission, under section 76 (5), of ordinary charges payable for use 
of canal water shall only be admitted on proof of actual loss caused by the stoppage of 
supply. On proof of such loss the Divisional Canal Officer may remit the whole or any 
portion of the charges. All applications for remission of water-rate shall be made to the 
Divisional Canal Officer at least seven days previous to the cutting of the crop. An appeal 
from the Divisional Canal Officer's decision shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, 
whose order shall be final. 

18. Before awarding eompensation under section 76 (c), the Collector shall obtain 
the written opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, and such opinion shall form part of the 
record of the proceedings. Under this rule an appeal shall lie to the Commissioner of the 
Division, whose order shall be final. 

19. Under section 78 of the Act, the rates chargeable per acre on the different des¬ 
criptions of crops are fixed for three years, viz. from 1st June lb76 to the 1st June 1879, 
and are as follows

If only a portion of a field be irrigated, the water-rate shall be chargeable on the 
whole field, unless such portion shall have been clearly demarcated, previous to the admis¬ 
sion of the water, by a ridge not less than half a foot high. 

SI. When a iwrtion of a field has been irrigated with canal water, and a portion with 
well or reservoir water, the whole field shall be liable for canal watcr-E^te, unless a clearly 
distinguishable boundary exists between the two portions. 

22. If well or reservoir water is conveyed in the same channel as canal water, the 
whole of the irrigation from that channel shall be liable to canal water-rate. 

23. Irrigation from natural or artificial escape channels, when the supply is permanent, 
shall be governed by the same rules as irrigation from other parts of the canal. 

24 ' Irrigation from such channels, when the supply is intermittent, may be .avowed at 
such reduced rates as shall from time to time be fixed by the Lieutenant Governor. 

25. Persons irrigating lauds from a canal without a written permit for water fox such 
lands, or taking water at times prohibited by proper authority, shall be chargeable with 
double water-rates on the area irrigated, in Edition to such penalties as may be imposed 
under sections 93 and 94 of the Act. 

26. The charge leviable*for water suffered to run to waste on uncultivated Vtnds shall 
be calculated at the highest rate specified in the schedule, viz. five rupees per acre on the 
acrea flooded; provided that in every such case the Divisional Canal Officer may impose a 
lower charge if he thinks fit 







27. If mixed oropi be grown in the lune field, the water*rate ihell be ealonbted 
the highest rated crop. 

28. When tft original crop sown in a canal-irrigated field fails and is plooghed 

and a fimh orbp is spwn .in the same season, the water-rates leriable shall b^ dne on t 
second crop. • 

' 29. When a field is irrigated which has not been prejwred ^ division into comps 

ments and by the addition of small water channels as prescribed in Bole 5, an addilwi 
charge may be imposed, ci^ual to half the amount of water-rate leviable on the field. 

case the Divisional or Inb-Divisional Officer mast certify that he personally examin 
the field, and that it was not properly prepared for irrigation according to the terms of t 
role. 

80. The amounts demandable for water-rate shall be determined and apportioned 
the Divisionid Canal Officer. 

81. AU water-rates shall become due on the dates noted on the " permits,” viz. t 
dates on which the crops ordinarily come to maturity, and are as follows 

Water-rate on spring crops,—wheat, barley, peas, poppy, &c.,—shall become 
81st March. 

Water-rate on summer crops,—Hiheena, &c.,—shall become due on 80th Jane. 

Water-rate on bhadoi crops,—seera rice, Indian-com, murwa, &;c.,—shall become d 
on 81st October. 

Water-rate on annual and winter crops,—aghani rice, joaur, &c.,—on Slat Decemb 
and shall be paid within one month of such dates. 

82. In the case of lands held on Bfioli tenures, half the water rates shall be reooveral 
from the zemindar or landlord. 

33. Collection of all water-rates will be made by the Collector strictly in aocordan 
with the statement of demands furnished to him by the Divisional Canal Officer, in su 
form as shall from time to time be sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

84. The Collector will make the collections through the Deputy Collectors attach 
to each division of the canal, and the Subordinate Canal Revenue Establishment. 

35. Objections to the demand on the score of short supply, or of matters affecting t 
Irrigation Department, addressed to the Collector, shall be referred by him to the Can 
Divisional Officer. Meanwhile the collection of the demand shall not be suspended. 

86 Claims for remission so referred by tbe Collector, and admitted ^ the Division 
Canal Officer, shall be reported by him for the sanction of the Superintending Can 
Officer. 

87. A remission statement signed hy the Superintending Canal Officer, shall be suffieiei 
authority for a refund by the Collector.

In parseraph 69 of tbe Board's report on the administration of the Stamp Department for 1874-75, an 
ig rusted of the manner in which the stamp laws are evaded ly native bankers in loan transac¬ 
tions. In the case in question the money-lender was in the hahit of advancing money without drawing 
np a formal bond, hut a book was kept by him. made up of a number of loose pages stitched together with 
a piece of string. On each page was a loan transaction, thus: I, A. B., have this day borrowed of yon, 
C. P., E«-100, with interest at 4 per cent, per mensem :~signed A. B.. witnesses E. F., Ae.; loan to he 
repaid in such and snch instalments; and so on. Each leaf of the hook related to a separate loan transac- 

and could he removed at will. In case of default, ffie hook, or leaf of the book, was produced in 
Court in support of a suit by C. P. against A. B. This is said tQ be a type of similar transactions of daily, 
occurrence in many parts of Bengal, and it is asserted that Civil Courts frequently give deerees on snon 
informal doeuments, sometimes wimout any enquiry as to the absence of a stamp, and sometimes by admit¬ 
ting the document in evidence after payment of penalty duty under the provisions of section 20 of the 
Strap Act XYIII of 1869. Either course is apparently illegal. The Membwin charge is advised by the 
Advocate-General that each page of the loon hook as above described constitutes a promissory note as 
defined in section 3. clause 26 of the Strap Act. and is therefore liable to stamp duty under article 2 of 
I, annexed to the Act; under section 18 they are not therefore admissible in evidence without being 
dnly stamped. Nor is it possible to correct the omission of stamp duty by payment to the Civil Court of 
penalty duty under section 20, inasmuch as it is expressly declared lA scctiqn 28 thgt the psoviaions of 
seetion 80 do not apply to promissory notes. * 

2. Mr. Money thinks that it would perhsfps have some effect in checking evasions of stamp duty on 

Joan transactions if the attention of the High Court were invited to the existence of the praotiee as above 
described, with the view of such instructions being issued to the Subordinate Civil Courts as will prevent 
the acceptance in evidence of unstamped pages of an account bopk in lieu of a snfBoiently stamped pramis- 
sqty note, and also prevent their adaussion, on payment of penalty duty, under seetion 20 oc the Stomp 
Act. A . 

3 . I am ftarther directed to suggest that the attention of Courts may be drawn to thefket that in 
very many instances promissory notes require to be engrossed on papier of a speeiai kind, hewnng stamps 
afi peculiar device. Under section 6 of the Act, all promissory notes, exc^ those chargeable with the 
duty of one anna, must necessarily be written either on impreued paper, i.e., paper impressed with a stamp, 
or upon paper upon which the stamp has been denotM in a ^onliar mannity by the Supeimtandent of 
StaniM or the Colleetdv. Two samples, A and B, of impressed paper areenolosdd. Specimen A, however, 
has ceased to he manufiustnred, and will only continue in use till present stooks are exhansted. A speei- 
ffMw. (C) of denoted paper is also enelosed. This paper is denoted by the Superintendent of Stamps, Col- 
eutta, and is sold to the publio. The CoUeotor of Calentta also ^deiiotes’* hr meaiu of ^ eiienlar steel 
die, but that process is effected after the body of the deed is written, and there is no mistaking* it. Conse¬ 
quently, in oertain eases, a prorhissoiy note inseribed on a leaf of on aooouit booh; even thragh it were 
■tamped with an adhesive staii^, is not admisriUe in evidenoe as bring duly staapp^ m aooordanee with the 
Uw, 
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No. 10, dated the 6th June 1876. 

Initancea aie frequently ooming to the notice of the High Court in which cases hare 
been remanded on appeal, although the state of facts contemplated by Section 851, Code of 
Civil Proc^nre, did not exist, and the order of demand was therefore contrary to law, and 
in some of these cases the evidence was actually complete. • . 

2. Appellate Courts, in some instances, thus^ get rid of appeals, merely deciding a 
single, and perhaps very simple, point and so obtaining credit for the decision of a large 
number of cases; while, on the other hand, parties to the suits are put to the expense and 
trouble of a new trial in the lower Court, and probably of a fresh appeal on the new 
decision. * 

8. Such a practice, wherever it j^revails, must be forthwith discontinued. The proper 
mode of proceeding will be found laid down in Sections 351 to 357 of the Civil Procedure 
Code, and Circular Order No. 36, dated the''12th September 1860; and the occurrence of 
any instances such as have necessitated the issue of this order will be very seriously 
noticed by the High Court.

It has been brought to the notice of the High Court that Commissions under Section 
175 of the Civil Procedure Code are not unfrcquently addressed by various inferior Courts 
in the Lower Provinces to the Judicial Commissioner of Oudh. This practice is improper 
and must be discontinued. Commissions should in future be addressed either to the nearest 
local Court, if known, or to the Court of the Deputy Commissioner, which is in Oudh the 
District Court, or in Lucknow, to that of the Civil Judge.

77(e 23r<i June 1876.—-'Whereas it is provided by Section 74 of Act XII of 1875 
(the Indian Ports’ Act) that any Magistrate, upon an application being made to him 
by the (Consul of any Foreign Power to which the Foreign Deserters’ Act, 1852, has,

that seamen, not being slaves, who desert from merchant ships belonging to such Power when 
within Her Majesty’s dominions, shall be liable to be apprehended and carried on board their 
respective ships, and may limit the operation of such order, and may render the operatiou 
thereof subject to such conditions and qualifications (if any) as may be deemed expedient: 

And whereas it has been made to appear to Her Majesty that due facilities arc given for 
recovering and apprehending seamen who desert from British merchant ships in the teriituriea 
of His Majesty the King of the Hellenes; now, trerkfobb. Her Majesty, by virtue of the 
powers vested in Her by the said Foreign Deserters’ Act, 1852,” and by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, is pleased to order and declarq, and it is hereby ordered and declared, 
that from and after the publication hereof in the London Gazette, seamen, not being slaves, 
and not being British subjects, who, within Her Majesty’s dominions, desert from merchant 
ships belonging to the Kingdom of Greece, shall be liable to be apprehended and carried on 
board their respective ships : Provided always that if any such deserter has committed any 
crime in Her Majesty’s dominions, he may be detained until he has been tried by a competent 
court, and until his sentence (if any) has been fully carried into effect. 

And the Secretaries of State for India in Council, the Home Department, and the 
Colonies, are to give the necessary directions herein accordingly. •

The rents of locations with which those of native viilngps arc to bo classed were first 
assipicd to the use of the Sanituriiim in 1838. This was confirmed by orders of Government 
])assnd in 1854, again in orders No. 217, of the 14th January isfit, and finally in the 
Itcsoliition of the Government of Bengal dated 2rth June 1873. 

The. bazar rents ate derived fnjin buildings cjsnjted by the Municipality out of ^ts 
revenues, and situated on land made over to it by Government.

NOTIFICATION.— Ikuigation PnkM’H.

In exercise of the powers conferred on him hy Act HI 1?.(\ of 1876, the Ilon’ble the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct the puhlieaiion of *.hc tullowiiig draft rules for the 
Sone Canals. 


Rules under Act III B.C. of 1876. 

1. The Collector, before awarding compensation nndcr sections 16 and 17 of the Act, 
shall obtain the written opinipii of the Superiuteiuling Canal Oflioer, which shall form part 
of the record of the proceedings. 

2. Water shall not be granted where, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, 
loss from wastage is likely to occur. From the decision of the Divisional Canal Officer an 
appeal shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, whose ordt-r shall be final. 

3. Water slniU not ordinarily he granted where,tl!e length of the water-course, from its 
head to its point of conta’ct with the village boundary, would exceed two (2) miles. 

4. Water for irrigation shall not be supiilicd, except through a water-course so 
constructed and roaiutaiued that, in flie opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer—, 

(o) the water will pass without wastage ; 

* the existing necessary lines of CMninionic.it ion, tlie flow of draiuage water, 

the passage of water for irrigittiun, will not he obstructed. 

5. The Divisional CaiiarOfficer may withliold or pus loi^e tlie grant of water lur .i 
crop to any cultivator whoso fields he may have asieriaiiied l»y personal 
himself or one of his assistants) to he unprepared for irrigation hy ilui.'.’’”

6. Persons desiriuf; to construct a villnf^c channel shall prefer a written application to 
the Divisional nr Sub-Divisional Canal Officer. In the latter case the application shall be 
fovwarded to the Divisional Canal Officer. 

7. The application, if granted, shall be subject to the Act, and also, unless otherwise 
specially agreed upon, be deemed granted under the following conditions:— 

(a.)—That the water su])plicd shall not be used for other purposes than irrigation 
without the written consent of the Divisional or Sub-Divisional Canal 
Officer. 

[b .)—That the applicants noniinatc n headman known or ascertained to be a 
substantial person possessed of property to attend to their interests, to 
receive and carry out the orders of the Canal Officers, to distribute the water 
among the shareholders in the water course according to their shares, and 
to collect and pay in to the Collector, or other duly authorized person, all 
water-rates leviable ou the lands watered from the water-course. 

(c.)—That in any ease where per.Nons desirous of taking water fail to appoint a head¬ 
man, or cannot agree among themselves .as to the headman, the Collector 
shall nominate, and the Divisional Canal Officer appoint, a headman. 

[d .)—That the headman shall furnish security for the payment of all sums realized 
by him, the stamp and registration fees on security bonds being deducted 
from the percentage allowed under Rule 10. 

(e.)—That for e.ach crop, previous to water being taken for any field, application 
shall be made in the prescribed form (Appendix A.) through the said 
headman to the Sub-Divisional Canal Officer or other officer authorized to 
receive such applieatious, and that no water shall be taken until after the 
receipt of a “ permit” (Appendix B.) from such officer. 

(/.)—That in any ease where the Divisional Canal Officer, owing to the known 
recusancy of any vilhage, or of any class of cultivators, anticipates difficulty 
in realizing water-rates, he shall intimate the same to the Collector or 
Sub-Deputy Collector, iu whose option it shall bo to require |iuymeut of 
water-rates in advance. 

{</.)—That any other cultivators iu the same village, able and willing to irrigate their 
lauds from the said water-course, shall be admitted as shareholders iu the 
watcr-eoursc on paying thidr proportionate share (to be determined bv 
the amount of laud they holdj of the first cost and maintenance of the 
water-course. 

(A.)—That all altemtions in the number of shareholders, distribution of shares, or 
nomination of headman, shall be reported for the sanction of the Divi. 
sional Canal Officer. 

8. The Divisional Canal Officer m.ay accept the nominee of the shareholders in a 
water-course as “ lieadinan ” of such water-i.oursc, and is empowered to pay him the fees 
as herciubelow detailed, subject to the condition of satisfactnry performance of duty. 

9. The allowance to the headman of a water-eonr.-ie for duties connected with that 
water-course, such as arranging that it shall be kept in proper repai;, seeing tli.at no lauds 
obtain water without a regular “ permit,” distributing the water to the shareholders, seeing 
to the outlet being closed according to the orders of the Divisional Canal Officer, and 
generally assisting the officers of the Irrigation Department, shall be 5 per cent, on the 
assessments of canal water rates tlerivcd from the water-courses in his charge. The 
Divisional Canal Offieer may retrench the, whole or any part of the fees under this rule in 
the event of the conditions not being complied with. 

10. The allowance to the headman of a watcr-coiirse for collecting the water-rates 

shall be 5 per cent, on the assessrnenls, and shall be paid Ijy the Collector on receipt of the 
full payment of demand for that crop and not otherwise, nnle.ss he can satisfy the Collector 
that the balance in arrear is so tbrough no id;gligcnec o; his. The payment to be made within 
two months of the dates named in the permit. , 

11. An anpeal against retreneliiiients under Rides 9 and 10 shall lie to the Superin¬ 
tending Canal Officer and (’ommisNioiier respectively if preferred within thirty d iys of such 
retrenchment, and the Superintending Canal Officer or Cotuinissioncr's decision shall be final. 

12. Contracts between the 1)ivisional Canal Officer on the part of Oovernment, and 

private individuals, for the u-se of water as a motive power, or for any other purpose whatso¬ 
ever not included in the puhlished schedule of rates,'.shall, if for any period not cxceediug 
one year, require the previous sanction of the Superintending Canal Officer. *' 

If for longer periods, such contracts shall,be submitted for the aanctiou of tb& 
LieutHiiant-Governor in the Irrigation Dcparlm/mt, 

13. Tanks may be filled with canal water without charge,*ai;d without reference to the 

area irrigated in any village, whenever water can bo matlo available without injury to the 
cultivation dependent on any canal, under the following regulations;— • 

(a.)—No tank shall be so filled unless cxolnsively usi,'d for domestic purposes, and 
for watering cattle; such tanks arc generally iu the immediate neighbour¬ 
hood of villages. 
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(£.)—No tank shall be so filled from which irrigation is practised. 

(c.)—No tank shall be so filled which, intercepting any line of drainage, is liable to 
overflow from accumulation of water derived from natural causes. 

(d.)—No tank shall be so filled except on the written order of the Sub-Divisional 
f'anal Officer, issued on the written applications of the parties concerned. 
The filling of tanks can only be perinitter) at such times, and to such extent, 
as the Sub-Divisional Canal Officer approves. 

(e.)—No tank shall he so filled unless the water-course used to fill it shall be shown 
to the satisfaction of the Sub-Divisional Canal Officer to be in a sound 
condition when the application is made. 

(/.)—"The privilege herein accorded may be suspetided for twelve months for breach 
of these regulations, by written order of the Divisional Canal Officer, subject, 
however, to revision by the Superintending Engiueer, whose dcci.sion shall 
be final. 

14. The Divisional Canal Officer may, by written order under section 76 (a) (ii), stop- 
the supply to any water-course when he has satisfied himself by personal inspection (by 
himself or one of his Assistants) that the water-course is not maintained in proper repair. 
Immediate report of any such closure shall be made to the buperintcuding Canal Officer, 
and the special ground for stoppage explained. 

15. The Divisional Canal Officer may, under section 76 {a) (iii), regulate the distribu¬ 
tion of the available water in proportion to the average area irrigated from the several 
outlets, or in pruportion to the quantities of water contracted for, and may close the outlets 
in rotation as shall he necessary. 

Such periodical closures shall not extend beyond ten consecutive days, and shall be 
notified to the headmen of water-courses. For longer closures the authority of the Super- 
iutending Canal Officer is re(|uircd. 

Nothing in the above rules shall be taken to affect the power of the Superiutending or 
any Divisional Officer to stop any supi)ly of water in ease of prc-ssing emergency. 

16. The water-gauges on distributaries or other channels shall be held to give authori¬ 
tative data fur all caleulatioiis of discharge required to verify claims for remission of water- 
rate on account of loss of water. 

17. Claims to remission, under section 76 (A), of ordinary charges payable for use 
of canal water shall only be admitted on proof of actual loss caused by the stoppage of 
supply. On proof of such loss the Divisional Canal Officer may remit the whole or any 
portion of the charges. All applications for remission of water-rate shall be made to the 
Divisional Canal Officer at least seven days previous to the cutting of the crop. An appeal 
from the Divisional Canal Ofiiccris decision shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, 
whose order shall l)c iitial. 

18. Uefure awarding compensation under section 76 (c), the Collector shall obtain 
the written opiuion of the Divisional Canal Officer, and such opiniou shall form part of the 
record of the proceedings. Under this rule an appeal shall lie to the Commissioner of the 
Division, whose order shall be final. 

19. Under section 78 of the Act, the rates chargeable per acre on the different des¬ 
criptions of crops are fixed for three years, vix. from Ist June 1876 to the 1st Juue 1879, 
and arc as follows:—

20. If only a portion of a field Iks irrigated, the w.atcr-ratc shall be ohargcahle on the 
whole field, unless such portion shall lyive been clearly demarcated, previous to the admis¬ 
sion of the water, by a ridge not less than half a foot high. 

21. When a portion of a field has been irrigated with canal water, and a portion with 
well or reservoir water, the whole field shalf be liable for canal watcr-ratc, unless a clearly 
distinguishable boundary exists between the tvlb portions. 

22. If well or reservoir water is conveyed in the same channel as canal water, the 
whole of the irrigation from that channel shall be liable to canal water-rate. 

23. Irrigation from natural or artificial escape ch.mncls, wheu the supply is permanent, 
shall be governed by the same rules as irrigatiem from other parts of the canal. 

24. Irrigation from such channels, when the supply is iutennittent, may be allowed at 
such reduced rates as shall from time to time be fixed by the Lieutenant Governor. 
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25. Persons irrigating lauds from a canal vitbout a vritten permit for vater for such 
lands, or taking vater at times prohibited by proper authority, shall be chargeable with 
double water-rates on the area irrigated, in addition to such penalties as may be imposed 
under sections 93 and 94 of the Act. 

26. The charge leviable for water sniTered to run to waste on uncultivated lands shall 
be ccleulated at the highest rate specified in the schedule, viz. five rupees per acre on the 
area flooded; provided that in every such case the Divisional Canal OfEcer may impose a 
lower charge if he thinks fit. 

27. if mixed crops be grown in the same field, the water-rate shall be calculated on 
the highest rated crop. 

28. When the original crop sown in a canal-irrigated field fails and ia ploughed up 
and a fresh crop is sown in the same season, the water-rates leviable shall be due on the 
second crop. 

29. When a field is irrigated which has not been prepared by division into compart¬ 
ments and by the addition of small water channels as prescribed in Uule .5, an additional 
charge may be imposed, equal to half the amount of water-rate leviable on the field. In 
each case the Divisional or 8ub-Divisional Officer must certify that he personally examined 
the field, and that it was not properly prepared fur irrigation according to the terms of the 
rule. 

30. The amounts dcmandable for water-rate shall be determined and apportioned by 
the Divisional Oanal Officer. 

31. All water-rates shall become due on the dates noted on the " permits," viz. the 
dates on which the crops ordinarily come to maturity, and arc as follows 

Water-rate on spring crops,—wheat, barley, peas, poppy, &c.,—shall become due on 
31st March. 

Water-rate on summer crops,—cheena, &c.,—shall become due on 30th June. 

■Water-rate on bhadoi crops,—secra rice, Indiau-corn, murwa, &c.,—shall become due 
oil Slst October. 

Water-rate on annual and winter crops,—aghani rice, joaur, &c.,—on 31st December, 
and shall be paid within one month of such dates. 

32. In the case of lands held on Baoli tenures, half the water rates shall be recoverable 
from the zcniiinlar or landlord. 

33. Collection of all water-rates will be made by the Collector strictly in accordance 
with the statement of demands furnished to him by the Divisional Canal Officer, in such 
form as shall from time to time he sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

34. The Collector will make the collections through the Deputy Collectors attached 
to each division of the canal, and the Subordinate Canal llevenue Estuhlishmcnt. 

35. Objections to the demand on the score of short supply, or of matters affecting the 
Irrigation Department, addressed to the Collector, shall be referred by him to the Canal 
Divisional Officer. ^Meanwhile the collection of the demand shall not he suspended. 

30 Claims for remission so referred by the Collector, and admitted by the Divisional 
Canal Officer, shall be reported by him for the sanction of the Superintending Canal 
Officer. 

37. A remission statement signed by the Superintending Canal Officer, shall be sufficient 
authority for a refund by the Collector. 

38. If the decision of the Divisional Canal Officer uphold the original demand, an 
appeal may be made to the Superintending ('anal Officer, provided that it is preferred 
within forty days from the issue of the order. The decision of the Superintending Canal 
Officer shall be final. 

39. In cases in which the water-rate is irrecoverable, from the absconding or 
bankruptcy of the defaulter, or when the question at issue docs not depend on the canal 
supply, or the action of the Irrigation Department, the Collector will obtain sanction to 
remission of canal demands from the ( nmmissioner of the Division. AH such remissions 
shall he reported at the close of each official year to the Divisional Canal Officer. 

40. If a cultivator is dissatisfied with the entries made against him in the "permit" 
(Appendix it), whether as to the fact of the land having been charged " flow" instead of 
"lift," or as to the measuremetits aud entries of class of crop, he must Indite a complaint, 
either personally or through the headman of his water-course, with the Divisional or Sub- 
Divisisioual ('anal Officer within fifteen days of the issue of the permit. 

41. No person, without the permission in writing of the Divisional or Sub-Divisional 

Canal Officers, shall p.ass, or shall cause any animal or vehicle to pass, on or across any of 
the works, banks, or channels of a canal or drainage work after he has been desired to desist 
therefrom, excepting upon .such bridges, fords, aud ferries, and their approaches, as are 
provided by the Divisional Canal Officer. , . . 

42. No Canal Officer, unless specially exempted by the Lieutenant-Governor, shall have 
any interest in the distribution of water from any of the canals, or purchase or bid for any 
Government property sold thereon, either in bis own name, or in the name of another, or 
jointly, or in shares with others.

Governor-General in ('ouncil is pleased to direct the publication of the following order, dated 
the 12th February 1870, issued b^ Her Majesty the Queen in Council :— 

At the Court at Windsor. 

The 12/A day of February 1876. 

Present; 

The Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas by the “Foreign Deserters' Act, 1852,” it is provided that whenever it is 
made to appear to Her Majesty that due facilities arc or will be giveu for recovering or 
apprehending Seamen who desert from British Merchant Ships in the Territories of any 
Foreign Power, Her Majesty may, by order in Council stating that such facilities are or 
will be given, declare that Senmeu not being Slaves who desert from Merchant Ships belong¬ 
ing to such «power when within Her Majesty's Dominions shall be liable to be apprehended 
and carried on board their respective ships, and may limit the operation of such order, and 
may render the operation thereof subject to such conditions and qualilications, if any, as 
may he deemed expedient: • 

And whereas it has been made to appear to Her Majesty that due facilities arc given 
for recovering and apprehending Sedmeu who desert from British Merchant Ships in the 
Territories of His Majesty the King of the Hellenes : now therefore. Her Majesty, by 
virtue of tile powers vested in Her by the said/‘Foreign Deserters' Act, 1852,” and by and 
with the advice of Her Privy Council, is pleased to order and declare, and it is hereby onlcrcd 
and declared, that from and after the publication hereof in the London Gasette, Seamen, 
not being Slaves, and not bcii)g British Subjects who, within Her Majesty's Dominions 
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desert from Merchant Ships belonging to the Kingdom oE Greece, shall be liable to be 
apprcuhended and carried on board their respective ships : Provided always, that if any 
such deserter has committed any crime in Her Majesty's Dumiuiuiia he may ho detained 
until he has been tried by a competent court and until his sentence (if any) has been fully 
cari;ied into cifect. 


And the Secretaries of State for India in Council, the Home' Department, and the 
Colonies, are to give the necessary directions herein accordingly.

4. tfnder the head of “ Printed Papers” we included newspapers, stitched or bound 
books, pamphlets, music, visiting cards, catalogaes, prospectuses, atinonncemcnts nuil notices 
of various kinds, whether priut^, engraved or'lithographed aud photographs.

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head of " Legal and Commercial Documents" are included acts or deeds of all kinds drawn nf/ 
by pubhc fuuctiouaries, invoices, policies of insurance, copies or extracts of deeds under 
private seal, written upon stamped or unstamped paper, scores or sheets of manuscript music, 
and in general all manuscript papers and documents which have not the character of an 
actual and personal correspondence.

(/.) No other manuscript additions may be made ; nor arc typographical additions 
allowed, if they tend to take from the paeket its general character. 

6. Articles posted as. “Printed Papers” or “Legal and Commercial Documents” 
which do not fulfil the foregoing conditions, or are not fully prepaid, will be treated as 
unpaid letters, with the sole exception of newspapers and printed papers, such as circulars, 
notices, &c., which will, in such cases, not be forwarded.

The latter will not be 
forwarded, nor any of which the conveyance would be attended with risk or danger.

10. No letter or packet containing gold or silver money, jewels, or precious articles, or 
any article liable to customs duty may bo scut through the. post under this Notification.

NEAR PATNA, POR THE PROVINCE OP BEHAR. 


Minute hij the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal^ dated the dime 1876. 

On the occasion t)f the visit of His Royal Ilig^lmoss the Prince of Wales to 
Jiankipore, near Patna, in January last, the Native Chiefs and gentlemen of 
Bchar formed a scheme, in commemoration of that event, for the advancement 
of cfliication in practical science in the Province; and for this purjioso sub- 
8crif)tions wore promi.scd in a manner most crcdilablc to the public-spirit und to 
the loyal sentiments of tho upper classes in that important part of the country. 

2. Some necessary, indeed uuavftidable, discussion has ensued as to whether 
the projxiacd institution should take the form of an agricultural college at 
Poosa in Tirhoot ^formerly tho site of the Government Studk or of a mechanical 
school at Dehi*ee nj Shahabad, near the head-u’orks of the Sone Canal, or of an 
industrial institution at Bankiporo near l^tna. Seeing that Poosa and Dchreo 
both possess peculiar advantages for tho purposes ab<s|^ set forth, I should have 
gladly seen the present efforts directed to founding arNiustitution. at piBier of 
thoso places. But the wishep of the Native subscribor^lbd supporters of the 
project point clearly to Baukipefro ag tho place whci’c tho inslj^tion should be 
established. Such being the case*, the co-operation, of the iTJ^emmcnt may 
fairly bo given to the project in that fonn. ]\Ioreovcr, BaT^M)|j^ has one 
particular advantage in the eonstant presence of the civil authoimes and (ho 
educational officers who would uaturdly afford assistance. 
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3. The promised subscriptions amount in all to two lakhs of rupees 
(£30,000), Of which it is proposed to allot half a lakh to erecting a building for 
tho institution at Bankipore, and the remaining on^ and a half lakhs to the endow- 
rient, so that the interest may be devoted to defraying tho charges of instruction. 
l^i<?re will also bo some additional cui'rent income from private sources. 

4. On these considerations I have agreed, on the application of a committee 
of subscribers, to allot Rs. 6,000 (six thousand) annually from Oovernment 
funds as a grant-in-aid, on the condition that the subscriptions invested in Govern¬ 
ment securities shall yield at least an equal sum, that is, Ks. 6,000 annually. 
Besides this permanent income, there will, I trust, bo current subscriptions. 

o. Tlie curriculum of' the instniction to be given I would leave as much 
as possible to tho subscribers, suljject to the supervision of tho Principal of tho 
Patna College, and to tho inspection of tho Director of Public Instruction, or of 
the Inspector of Schools on his behalf. 

6. I hope that a competent committee nail.bo formed for tho governance 
of the institution; that the technical training in useful arts and trades, 
smith’s work, carjientry, and the like, will in the first instance be placed under 
tho guidance of an European Mechanical Engineer; and that the passing of at 
least the primary scholarship standard will bo prescribed as a test for tho 
admission of scholars. 

7. I commend to tho attention of the committee the scheme of instruction 
proposed by Mr. A. W. Croft, the Inspector of Schools. 

8. It will be arranged that- all Government scholarships, obtained by com- 

{ letition under the niles, below the junior scholarships, shall, at the will of the 
lolders, be tenable at this institution. But it will not bo obligatory on any 
winner of a scholarship to hold this scholarship in this institution and in no 
other. 

9. I am quite opposed to the allowing of mere stipends for attendance. 
Leamers’who require to be paid for learning arc not the pemons of tho stamp 
that is needed for this institution. But those who win .scholarships in open 
competition, and who elect to hold them hero, will be welcome. 

10. It appears that the committee arc likely to desire for their building a 
site which is close to‘the Patna College, and which Iwlongs to the Opium Depart¬ 
ment. I will endeavour to arrange that this site be given to the instittition, 
on the condition that the plans for the building bo submitted for the approval 
of Government. 

11. I trust that the promised sub-scriptions will be rapidly collected and 
realized, and that the results hereafter produced by this institution, for tho good 
of the people, will prove worthy of the munificence of the donors.
